Use of Furs.

The Indlan wears his sables as well as the
delicate lady; and buffalo skins form the robes
of the savage as well as the rugsof English
carriages or Cavadian sleighs. e soft rich
velvet skin of the sea-otter ndorns the person
of the natiye of the North Pacific as well as the
cloak of the ¢ mandaring and the delicate
white ermine, with black-tipped tail, is the
choicest ornament of the Blackfoot warrior of
the Amerfonn prairies, as well a¢ the symbol of
royalty and dignity in this country, The wear
ing of skins seems, indeed, to be a mark of each
extreme of the human race—the most primi.
tive and the most civilized, Nsture has sup-
plied the animals of Northern climates with
ooate of unequalled quality for keeping out the
cold and enduring wear; and these admirable
prgseruu. and the factof the material being
ready made, no doubt induced our savace fore-
fathers and their contemporaries, in the first
Instance, to transfer such useful coverings ffom
the bodies of the inferior creation to their
own. Bulithis is not the only eause of the almost
universal love for furs. ere is a handsome
appearance about soft ;f!ouy for of the finest
kind which is very sirlking, and which has
caused it to be valued as an article of ornament
alone, It may bequestioned whether the ladies
who roll along in their, carriages, wrapped in
seulskin and sables, do not regard the beauty of
their clothing quite as much as its property of
warmth; it is the combination of uselulness
with a handsome appearance which makes them
prize it go bighly. The mandarin, however,
wenrs the fur of the sea otter—nearly the whols
mp]y of which he monopolizes—purely for the

e of ornawent. The Blackfoot chief prizes
the tiny ermine skin as a garniture for his
head, or a trimming for his fire bag or his medi-
cine belt. The same fur is esteamed by Christ-
ian princes us an emblem of dignity and regal
power. 1t was borne alone on the conts-of-arms
of the ancient Earls of Brittany; and in Hug-
land, in the time of Edward II, none but mem-
bers ?tf the royal family were permitted to
wear it.

The Beaver

will be found interesting.

This animal was not much known smong the
auncients. Aristotle sud Pliny only mention it
from hearsay, whence it may concloded that
it preferred the northern purts of Hurope,
which were sill thinly peopled and nneoivilized.
About the beglnn:gﬁ of seventeenth ocen-
tury some might 1 be seen on the banks of
the Danube, on those of the Rhine, and even
of the Marpe, a8 also in Switzerland. There is
an old cookery book, entitled "“Liber Benedic-
tionum,” by Eccard IV, Abbot ot Bt Gall, in
which the flesh ot the beaver Is considered
a delicacy. Nay, the good monks of the
convent, who were notorions for their striot
adberence to the rules of a penitent life, had
tonnd out that the beaver was a fish, and
mifhl, therefore, be esten on Fridays—a ver
unlucky circumstanee for the r animal, an
which must heve greatly contributed to diminish
1tz numbers, The “Li Benedictionum” in-
forms us, by-the-way, that the pescock, swan,
stork, and wild duck formed part oceasionally
of the bill of fare, as did also the bear; 1t was,
however, admitted on all hands that the latter
was not a fish: whether birds were or not, is
not stateéd, To return to the beaver; fts real
hatitat is Canada, whenoe it has spread all over
countries down to the 43d parallel of latitude;
only in Europe and Asin it seems _grada to
die out. There are still some in horwa;'fn&
land, and especially in Siberia, on the ban

of the Oby. Tbe question arises whether the
eolitary beaver, which does not con te
with s kin and has @& dull, y=
looking fur, is the same as the -
rious breed, bullding dwellings on piles, sod
having a sléek and shining skin? Mr, Hoefer

replies to the question in the afirmative. In
his opinlon there le but one species of benver,
the tor Americanus: the Canndian beaver,
when brought over to Europe, bacomes soli-
tary. In support of this opinion he reistes the
following mingular anccdote: “Frederick 1T, of
Prussia, bad caused s considerable number of
beayers to be brought over from America for
the purpose ol acclimatizing them mm the
environs of Berlin, But the poor ereatures
became melancholy, snd Instend of congre-
gating and building their village,as is their cus-
tom in thelr own patlve hannts, they separated
from each other; their fur, which &t ﬁn Wi
#0 glosey, became dull and rough, and, by bur-
rowing in the sand, they rubbed their skins
bare 2o as to nssume the appearance of mangy
dogs. They did not multiply, and died awsy
ongih ) om.-.:no
